Firm rocked by 
suspected arson 


THE owner of a family 
business which has had 
half its stock destroyed in 
a huge blaze has 
described the situation 
as a "nightmare" 

Eight crews from around the 
county battled to contain a fire 
in the storage yard of Alpha 
Pallets in Martin's Yard, off 
Spencer Bridge Road on Mon¬ 
day night. 

Up to 30,000 pallets went up in 
what was thought to be an 
arson attack. 

The owner of Alpha Pallets, 
Dean Horton, praised the work 
of firefighters who managed 
to contain the blaze and save 
some of his stock. 

He said: “With everything 
being made of wood here, this 
is the nightmare. 

“We have been trading here 
since 1988 and have never had 
anything like this. I think 50 
per cent of the stock is gone, but 
it is not as bad as it could have 
been.” 

As well as losing thousands 
of pallets, the fire also destroyed 
a fork lift truck, cutting equip¬ 
ment, generators and an air 
compressor, and left the busi¬ 
ness without electricity. 


Mr Horton said: “When I got 
the call it was a bit of a panic 
and I shot down here in the 
car. When I got here I thought it 
was all going to go up. 

“If there had been a breeze I 
think we would have lost every- 
thing. The fire brigade did 
really well to contain it.” 

Rail services through the 
town were disrupted from 10pm 
until 11pm on Monday night 
as firefighters were worried 
the flames could spread to the 
railway line, just 10ft away The 
blaze was all out by 6am on 
Tuesday 

Spokesman for Network Rail, 
Rachel Blackman, said: “We 
stopped any trains going 
through Northampton until 
11pm after being contacted by 
the fire brigade at 10pm. 

“Two trains were cancelled, 
five were part cancelled and a 
total of 21 trains were affected 
in all.” 

Police also closed Spencer 
Bridge Road in one direction as 
a precaution during the fire, 
and the route remained closed 
for several hours. 

Representatives from Net¬ 
work Rail, electricity company 
E-on and the ambulance ser¬ 
vice were all at the scene.

Flu forces 
visit limits

RESTRICTIONS have been 
put on visitors to Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital to try to 
cut the spread of swine flu. 

Each patient will only be allowed 
two visitors between 6pm and 7pm, 
while under-fives are banned unless 
there are exceptional circumstances 
and a request has been made. 

Maternity ward visitors are 
restricted to birthing partners only 
until further notice and all visi¬ 
tors must use hand sanitiser on 
entrance and exit. 

The hospital has appealed to 
people with swine flu symptoms 
not to visit and said children under 
five and pregnant women should 
keep visits to a minimum. 

Helen O’Shea, hospital deputy 
chief executive, said: “Patient 
safety and the delivery of high 
quality care are our top priorities. 
To help prevent the flu virus spread¬ 
ing we are restricting the number 
of visitors each patient can have. 

“We need people to act respon¬ 


sibly, so please do not attend the 
hospital’s Accident & Emergency 
(A&E) department if you think 
you might have swine flu. 

“Our services will undoubtedly 
come under pressure over the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

“We therefore urge the public 
to only use A&E for genuine acci¬ 
dents and emergencies.” 

The measures also affect Ket¬ 
tering General Hospital. 

Meanwhile, a leading Northamp¬ 
ton businessman has said contin¬ 
gency plans can help mitigate the 
effects of swine flu, after reports 
suggested it could cause deflation 
and a further contraction of the 
economy. 

Paul Griffiths, chief executive of 
Northampton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “As long as businesses 
are prepared and put contingency 
plans in place they can minimise 
the impact of swine flu. 

“The difficulty is knowing what 
the impact’s going to be. Employers 
have got to be sensible about it,

for example, if you have staff show¬ 
ing symptoms they shouldn’t come 
in. 

“I think there’s more concern 
about the economy. Swine flu is 
another thing that businesses are 
potentially going to have to deal 
with.” 

Angela Rushton, chairman of 
the Northampton branch of the 
Federation of Small Businesses, 
said businesses with only a hand¬ 
ful of employees could be hit. 

She said: “Obviously businesses 
will try to prepare but it’s different 
when you’re dealing with small 
businesses, some of them may only 
have one or two employees. 

“You can plan for one or two 
people to be off but then if one or 
two more end up being off, it can be 
an issue. 

“One problem small businesses 
could have is if there is a prob¬ 
lem providing the work the con¬ 
tract could go to someone else. 

“Everybody is working hard to 
survive.”

IT WAS 1964 when Noel 
Clements and Joe Heffernan 
met in the jungle in Malaya 
while serving in the British 
Army. 

Both men will be shoulder to 
shoulder again with more than 100 
veterans of the Northamptonshire 
and Royal Anglian regiments on 
Saturday, as the final regimental 
call to arms is made and the 
Northamptonshire Regiment Asso¬ 
ciation is disbanded. 

The occasion will be one of mixed 
emotions for the association’s vet¬ 
erans, who will march with pride 
and sadness through Northamp¬ 
ton for the final time, in an event 
which coincides with the 200th 
anniversary of the Battle of Talav- 
era, the regiment’s most impor¬ 
tant battle honour. 

Also marching will be soldiers 
currently serving with C 
(Northamptonshire) Company, the 
2nd Battalion, Royal Anglian Reg¬ 
iment. 

Mr Clements’ association with 
the Northamptonshire Regiment 
stretches back beyond 1954, when he 
joined, to a family link including his 
father. He served in 1968 in Hong 
Kong, Cyprus, Yemen and Ger¬ 
many 

Mr Clements, aged 73, who lives 
in Kingsthorpe, Northampton, said: 
“From my point of view the 
Northampton people are so well 
connected with the regiment. Dur¬ 
ing all the wars the people have 
come from this town in their thou- 






sands and thousands. 

“Seventy per cent of people did 
national service so a lot of people 
came through for two years and 
for many of them it was a fasci¬ 
nating time of their lives. 

“There are mixed feelings about 
the parade because it’s the end of an 
era if the regiment association has 
gone, but we’re pleased to have C 
Company join us and it’s a joyous 
occasion. 

“The town of Northampton has 
got some very good connections 
with the regiment and last year, 
£85,000 was raised for the poppy 
appeal in two weeks.” 

Although the Northamptonshire 
Regiment was disbanded in 1960, 
eventually becoming the Royal 
Anglian Regiment, the regiment 
association endured, with annual 
events where members were able to

reminisce. 

Mr Heffernan, who was born in 
Weston Favell and now lives in 
Kingsthorpe, joined the Royal 
Anglians in 1962 and served until 
1987, serving in Northern Ireland, 
Germany and Yemen. 

He said: “The regiment is one 
great family; these people are your 
friends and the people you eat, live 
and fight with. The Talavera honour 
is very important and each person 
when they join the Army is taught 
the regimental history. 

“It’s the end of an era for what is 
a very proud, local regiment. When 
we go and sit down at dinners over 
the years to come the numbers will 
be diminished and soon there’ll be 


no-one left. It’s sad but the men 
will be remembered for what they 
did. 

“The team spirit and comrade¬ 
ship and everything else, these 
chaps have been through it, they’ve 
experienced it, but C Company are 
the chaps with the stories of the 
future. 

“We look at all these people that 
are dying in Afghanistan and this 
is a time to march out proudly and 
be proud of the regiment and what 
it stands for.”

Choirmaster and

A FATHER-OF-12 
who was choirmas¬ 
ter and organist at 
Northampton Cathe¬ 
dral for nearly 30 
years, and heavily 
involved with local 
football, has died. 

Gerard Bernard

A CHARITY that looks after 
unwanted cats and kittens in 
Northamptonshire is full to capac¬ 
ity. 

Tracy Benjamin, cat co-ordinator for 
Animals in Need, said she was looking 
after 29 kittens and 20 adult cats, the max¬ 
imum she could take. 

Ms Benjamin said it was possible peo¬ 
ple were struggling to cope with the cost of 
pets as the recession took its toll. 

She said: “We are getting to the stage 
where people are dumping them on our 
doorstep. I have 29 kittens looking for homes 
and no one has come forward to house 
them. 

“It could be linked to the recession. We 
have a large number of cats being given to 
us from people who have moved into rented 
accommodation. 

“People also get into debt and can’t afford 
to look after their pets. 

“The other problem is that people still 
aren’t getting their pets neutered so they are 
producing an unwanted litter of kittens.” 

Ms Benjamin, who lives in Northamp¬ 
ton, said there was also a waiting list of 
more than 30 cats to come to the charity, 
which it was unable to look after as it was 
already full to capacity 

Animals In Need, which is run by vol¬ 
unteers, was set up in 1990 with the aim of 
alleviating animal suffering. 

The charity helps both domestic and 
wild animals, and since 1999 has been work¬ 
ing with Northamptonshire police at traffic 
accidents and out-of-hours emergencies. 

Anybody interested in owning any of 
the cats can call Animals in Need on 
Northampton 473814. 

The kittens can only be rehomed in pairs.

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Cabbies 
angry at

TALKS are going on about 
the management of the 
70 Hackney carriages 
working at Northampton 
station between railway 
officials and Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council. 

The talks come as Hackney 
carriage drivers claim the num¬ 
ber of cabs allowed to park at 
the station at any one time has 
been vastly cut, an allegation 
Midland Mainline has denied. 

Joe Matthews, chairman of 
the Northampton Hackney Car¬ 
riage Association, said the sta¬ 
tion management told them 
they were no longer allowed 
to queue up outside the station 
or in the overflow car park. 

He said: “The station have 
said they only want 12 cabs 
there at any one time. 

“We have never had a prob¬ 
lem with the number of cabs in 
there before. 

“There has to be space to 
park so cars can take the spaces 
of those leaving. 

“Yesterday people were left 
standing there, and they will 
just get into private hire cars, 
which is illegal.” 

He said the cars used to park 
in Green Street before resi¬ 
dents complained so they 
moved to the overflow car park, 


which they have now been told 
to leave. 

A spokesman for Midland 
Mainline said station managers 
were currently discussing ways 
to manage the Hackney car¬ 
riages through the station to 
improve health and safety in 
the small area where passen¬ 
gers can be collected. He said: 
“We met the borough council 
yesterday One of the things 
discussed was taxi spaces and 
making sure accessibility is 
good. There is limited space.” 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, Brian Bin- 
ley said: “No wonder the drivers 
are angry, they pay a fee to the 
station to park there. The sta¬ 
tion management has taken 
into their heads to be anti-taxi. 
The people who run our trans¬ 
port are urging us to believe 
these people are pariahs. They 
are not pariahs, they are decent 
men and women trying to earn 
a living.” 

Prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Northampton 
North, Michael Ellis, said: 
“Northampton taxi drivers are 
getting a raw deal. 

“These drivers perform a 
valuable public service, often 
late at night, and regularly are 
subject to abuse and are in dan¬ 
ger of assault.”

and Cambridgeshire (24 per cent) fared 
worse. 

Detection rates in Northamptonshire 
also make for grim reading, with only 
Surrey Staffordshire and Nottinghamshire 
ranked below the county force. 

But overall crime in the county is down 
six per cent year-on-year, with a total of 
59,904 recorded offences. This represents 
15,000 fewer victims of crime than five 
years ago, a drop of 19 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable Alan Feath- 
erstone admitted the force’s apparent 
inability to crack down on burglary rates, 
which have traditionally been high, was 
frustrating but said residents needed to do 
more to ensure their properties were 
kept secure.

He added: “It is disappointing. Every 
year we launch at least one or two new 
operations and we scour the country 
looking to adopt best practice that has 
been proven to work elsewhere but still the 
figures are too high. 

“One of the biggest things we are up 
against is the number of break-ins at 
insecure properties. 

“We all like to keep the windows open 
when it’s hot but there is no need to leave 
the front door open all night, it’s asking for 
trouble. The number of burglaries we 
deal with where criminals have been able 
to walk through the door and help them¬ 
selves is staggeringly high.” 

Nationally, police have seen a major 
rise in acquisitive crime, with many 
experts pointing to the impact of the 
credit crunch as one reason why people are 
turning to opportunistic crime to top up 
their dwindling pockets. 

Mr Featherstone said: “You can’t get 
away from the fact that during a downturn 
you get an upward surge in burglaries but 
the fact remains the vast majority of 
offences are committed by repeat offend¬ 
ers.”

A PARTY featuring stilt 
walkers, a Caribbean steel 
band and circus enter¬ 
tainers will mark the com¬ 
pletion of the £6 million 
regeneration project in 
Northampton's Gold 
Street next month. 

The controversial work is 
due to finish at the end of this 
week and on Saturday August 1, 
a huge street party, encom¬ 
passing Gold Street and St 
Peter’s Walk has been arranged 
to mark the milestone. 

Traders in the area, many of 
whom had complained about 
the effect of the regeneration 
project on their businesses, 
have been invited to publicise 
their services to the visitors 
who will attend the festivities 
which will include magicians, 
balloon modellers and carica¬ 
ture artists. 

Councillor Heather Smith 
(Co n, Prebendal ), the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
growth and transport, said the 
party would mark the end of a 
scheme designed to bring long¬ 
term benefits to the town. 

She said: “This is the final 
link in a very important pro¬ 
ject which will have enormous 
long-term benefits for 
Northampton and for the county 
as a whole. 

“There have been significant 
improvements to the streets of 
the town, making it a much 
more attractive place for resi¬ 
dents and visitors alike.” 

Funding for the project was 
made available from West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) and 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 



and delivered by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council in 
partnership with the borough 
council. 

Roger Mendonca, interim 
chief executive of WNDC, said 
the scheme was just the first 
in a number of projects to 
improve Northampton. He said: 
“These improvements are an 
important first step in the trans¬ 
formation of Northampton town 
centre. But this is just the start 
of a wider plan. 

“Over coming years, WNDC 
will be working with our part¬ 
ners to bring further change 
to the town, including redevel¬ 
opment of Castle Station and 
rejuvenation of the Waterside.” 

Councillor Richard Church 
(Lib Dem, Kingsthorpe ), the bor¬ 
ough council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, added: 
“This is about creating a vibrant 
town centre with a heart. Gold 
Street is where many visitors to 
Northampton form their first 
impression of the town.”

He said: “I think a lot of our 
older customers will be upset 
we’re going, we’ve already had 
a lot of people say they’ll be sorry 
to see us go. 

“We’re the longest-running busi¬ 
ness in Gold Street and I hope 
the street does well with its new 
look. The workmen out there have 
done a fantastic job, they’ve never 


given us any trouble. 

“But I just think the whole 
roadworks were a waste of time, 
it’s a job that wasn’t worth doing.” 

Work to upgrade Gold Street, 
which saw the pavements widened, 
new litter bins installed and two 
70-year-old water mains replaced, 
began in January and is due to be 
completed in the next few days. 

During the work all traffic was 
prevented from using the road.

Looks, not speed, is 
what matters here 



T HE World Series has been the 
premier baseball competition on 
the planet since it started in 
1903. 

The world isn’t invited to play of 
course, with only teams from the 
USA and Canada taking part but it 
can watch if it’s interested, and has 
the right satellite dish. 

Renault’s Clio World Series is 
nothing whatsoever to do with 
major league baseball. It’s a special 
edition spin-off from the ‘World 
Series By Renault’, a single-seater 
motorsport competition held at 
famous circuits around Europe. 

With competitors from a dozen or 
so countries, it may even have a 
greater claim on the World Series 
title than its baseball equivalent and 
Renault will be hoping for similarly 
high levels of participation where 
its special edition Clio is concerned. 

Don’t expect a hot hatchback that 
can give a 425bhp ‘World Series By 
Renault’ racecar a run for its money 
around Silverstone or the Circuit de 
Catalunya. 

The Clio World Series is targeted 
at the budget end of the market and 
even the fiery Renaultsport 200 
model that tops the Clio range will 
be well out of its league in terms of 
pace. 

Most buyers of fast hatchbacks 
would agree that half of the appeal 
is in the way the cars look and with 
the Clio World Series, it’s something 
closer to three-quarters. Customers 
get the style of a high performance 


Clio without the high performance 
and the associated costs. 

There are three engines. The 
entry-level option is affordable but 
uninspiring with 74bhp and a 1.2- 
litre capacity 

It’s not going to let anybody down 
but the kind of customer attracted 
by the racy image of the Clio World 
Series might want something extra 
under the bonnet. 

The 0-60mph increment takes 
13.4s and there’s a top speed of over 
lOOmph. Much better, but priced 
accordingly, is the 1.2-litre TCE 
engine which generates 99bhp with 
the aid of a turbocharger. 


This feels altogether sprightlier in 
the Clio and thrives on a more 
vigorous driving style. With this 
unit, 0-60mph takes 11s and 114mph 
is attainable. 

The final option is Renault’s 1.5- 
litre dCi diesel stalwart, this time in 
85bhp form. It’s a solid engine with 
a good hit of torque from low revs 
but little to excite in the upper 
echelons of the rev range. It feels 
quicker than its 12.7s 0-60mph time 
and 108mph top speed suggest. 

Today’s Clio is a big car, even by 
modern supermini standards. It 
weighs in at well over a tonne and 
while progress can be sluggish with 


the normally-aspirated 1.2-litre 
powerplant doing the legwork, the 
refinement in the cabin is very 
impressive with minimal wind and 
road noise. 

As with all Clio Ills, there’s 
tenacious grip and taut body control 
that invites swift cornering. 

The ride quality also wouldn’t 
seem out of place in a car a class 
higher. 

The whole point of the Clio World 
Series is the way it looks. If you 
don’t get on with hot hatch styling 
cues and an aggressive road- 
hugging stance, this may not be the 
Clio for you. 


There’s an extended front bumper, 
side skirts and a sports rear bumper 
while the exterior is also littered 
with WSR (World Series by Renault) 
badging to underline its link to the 
race series. 

The car looks suitably sporty and 
will definitely put informed 
bystanders in mind of the well- 
respected Renaultsport Clio 
offerings, which is the effect that 
Renault’s target market will be 
looking for. 

The Clio’s generous size helps it 
serve up plenty of passenger space 
and the quality of the cabin 
environment also impresses. There’s 
a generously proportioned boot of 
288 litres that will also come in 
handy Beneath the skin, Renault’s 
focus has been on increasing 
refinement on the Clio. 

Based on the three-door 
Dynamique models from the 
standard Clio range, the World 
Series variants come well equipped. 
Prices have been kept attractive, too, 
as customers save £680 on the price 
of ordering a Dynamique model and 
adding the World Series styling 
accessories from the options list. 

All Clio models get power 
steering, a trip computer, body- 
coloured bumpers and side 
mouldings, remote central locking 
and a height adjustable steering 
wheel. 

In World Series trim, there’s 16” 
alloy wheels and air-conditioning 
too.

County 
test‘vital’ 
admits 
Ponting 


RICKY PONTING insists Aus¬ 
tralia are in no mood to 
press the panic button 
despite being comprehen¬ 
sively outplayed in the sec¬ 
ond Test - but accepts this 
weekend’s warm-up clash 
with Northants is now ‘vital’. 

The tourists lost for the first 
time in 75 years at Lord’s 
on Monday to go 1-0 behind 
in the five-Test series, but 
Ponting is keen to stress the 
positives after his side dom- 
inated the first Test at 
Cardiff and came agonis¬ 
ingly close to taking a 1-0 
lead in the series. 

The Australian skipper also 
reckons the break before 
the third Test and the three- 
day game at the County 
Ground will help Australia. 

“We have to make sure we 
regroup and bounce back for 
the start of the third Test. 

“We have got a tour game up in 
Northampton starting on 
Friday and it is important 
that some of our players get 
a lot out of that game and 
take that into the third Test,” 
added Ponting. 

“You always want to see how 
some guys pull up, and I 
think the three-day game 
we’ve got coming up in 
Northampton is going to be 
pretty vital for that. 

“We will be able to look at 
how some of the guys are 
coming, and those coming 
back from injury as well, 
and it will be a good oppor¬ 
tunity to get a look at those 
guys in that game.” 

Play starts at 11am at the 
County Ground tomorrow 
(Fri), with Australia expected 
to field a strong side, includ¬ 
ing Mitchell Johnson, Brett 
Lee, Ponting, Shane Watson, 
Mike Hussey and Phil Hughes. 
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Coke deal angers 
Cobblers boss Gray

STUART GRAY has spoken 
of his disappointment at 
losing midfielder Giles Coke 
to Scottish Premier League 
side Motherwell. 

The 21-year-old was unveiled at 
Fir Park on Tuesday as a new 
signing, despite his agent agreeing 
that Coke would sign for the Cob¬ 
blers more than a month ago. 

It is understood the club is now 
seeking advice from the Football 
Association to determine whether 
any compensation might be due to 
them. 

Under the terms of the Bosman 
ruling, Town would be eligible for 
a tribunal-set fee for Coke’s ser¬ 
vices as he is under 24 and was 
offered a contract equal to his pre¬ 
vious deal. 

But that rule does not apply to 
international transfers, which 
leaves the club out of pocket for a 
player they paid £70,000 for two 
years ago, and who had played in 
all three of their opening pre-sea- 
son friendlies. 

The situation is one which has 
disappointed Gray, but the man¬ 
ager is holding back his true feel¬ 
ings for after the situation is 
resolved. 

“It is disappointing,” said Gray, 
whose side lost in their fourth 
pre-season friendly on Tuesday 
night, going down 2-1 to Coven¬ 
try City at Sixfields with Billy 
McKay - who has signed a one- 
year deal with the club - on target. 

“I’ve only ever signed two play¬ 
ers for money; the other one was 
Mark Hughes and we’ve ended up 
losing him as well. 

“It will now be handled by the 
powers above us and it’s just dis¬ 
appointing in the way it has hap¬ 
pened and the time it has hap¬ 
pened in pre-season. 

“I’ll talk more about it when 


it’s been sorted out and the dust 
has settled, but we’re all disap¬ 
pointed and we’re trying to grasp 
what has happened. 

“There is a loophole, players 
have left other clubs to go to play 
in Scotland. 

“We can’t say too much because 
it could be that Giles comes back 
to Northampton.” 

Coke’s contract expired on June 
30, but the player’s agent Alex 
Cowdy - who also represents Mark 
Hughes - emailed the club on June 
16, the deadline for a decision on a 
new deal, to say his client had 
agreed to the deal. 

Cowdy said that Coke would 
put pen to paper when he returned 
from his holiday in Dubai, but 
the player never did that, and 
alarm bells rang at Sixfields when 
the agent then said the deal would 
be completed in the second week of 
July 

Despite training with the squad, 
it is understood that it soon 
became clear Coke would not be re¬ 
signing at Sixfields, although he 
has been paid for the first two 
weeks of this month as per the 
terms of his contract. 

The matter has been reported to 
the Football Association, who will 
now act on behalf of the club to 
obtain some form of compensa¬ 
tion from Motherwell. 

The Cobblers will point out in 
any mitigation that they could 
have put Coke on a week-to- 
week contract, but followed 
the contract to the letter of the 
law and have a paper trail to prove 
it. 

After tonight’s trip to Stamford, 
Town have a Saturday off before 
returning to pre-season friendly 
action next Tuesday when Coca- 
Cola Championship side Sheffield 
Wednesday are the visitors to 
Sixfields.
